“No citizen who has any adequate 
conseption of the laborious duties gra- 
tuitously rendered by the members of 
the school board, should feel less than 
a grateful sense of appreciation of 
their services in the cause of public 
education. But our citizens are en- 
titled at the same time to know that 
the . pecu 
schoo] system are being analyzed with 
the strictest regard to the fundamental] 
and positive necessities of the depart- 
ment. 

“It is a regrettable injury to At- 
lanta’s reputation that the necessity 
has arisen for private citizens to comr 
to the financial rescue of the schox 
system and give their personal note: 
to prevent the public schools of this 
city from closing from lack of funds 
to operate them. 

Need of Economy. * 

“l hope that rigid economy—which 
does not necessarily mean penurious 
economy—will prevail in the financial 
affairs of the school department this 
year, so that such criticism as freely 
prevailed at times last year may be ob- 
viated. 

“You gentlemen know, of course, 
that a large sum must be set aside 
to provide for interest and the sink- 
ing fund to retire the bond issue ol 
$8,250,000 voted in 1921, and the is- 
sue 6f $8,850,000 voted in 1926. We 
should also remember that an increase 
in the pay of members of the police 
department amounting to approxunate- 
ly $125,000 annually, voted by general 
council last year, will be payable this 
year. 

“Figures in the comptroller’s office 
show that salary increases for the year 
1926 amounted to $107,006.87. 
ereases for various departments au- 
thorized in 1926 and payable this year 
amount to the large sum of $268,- 
466.73. The salary raises for 1926 
and 1927 aggregate $575,473.60, which 
is twice as much as the indicated 
total revenue increase will be this 
year. Indications are that total in- 
creased revenue for 1927 will hardly 
exceed in the neighborhood of $150,000. 

“Thus, the natural conclusion pre- 
sents itself that the city will not be 
able to put under way many -large 
projects of public improvement during 
1927, exclusive of the projects to be 
constructed with proceeds of bonds. 

“Near the close of the year it is not 
unusual for funds for some of the de- 
partments to run low or become ex- 
hausted altogether, resulting in the 
department so affected being compelled 
to either reduce the number of em.- 
ployees or perhaps shut down entirely, 
forcing employees out of work at a sea- 
son when they can ill afford to be idle. 

Suggests Method. 

“This situation comes about partly 
through the mayor and generaleeoun- 
cil anticipating money that is not re- 
ceived. For instance, it has been the 
custom of the finance committee, when 
preparing the January budget, to base 
its apportionments upon anticipated 
revenue from all sources, Fi fas from 
the previous. year and years prior have 
been included as cash items and antici- 
pated as cash revenue. In my opin- 
ion, appropriations should not-be made 
against the full amount of money rep- 
resented in fi fas. Special appropria- 
{ions are usually used up by December 
1, or a little Jater, and apportionments 
of departments which run the full 
year are the ones to catch the brunt 
of any shortage of funds that may 
occur from over-anticipation of reve- 
nue. 

“I would recommend to: the finance 
committee in making up the January 
budget, that it anticipate and appro- 
priate for 1927, only such money as 
it may reasonably expect in cash col- 
lections of the current year. Probably 
a margin of $300,000 should be de- 
ducted and regarded as representing 
fi fas uncollectible as of the present 
year. 

“The city, I am told, is carrying 
over fi fas and bills past due “to the 
amount of approximately 1,000,000 
and $300,000 would be a very con- 
servative margin. Long observation 
and previous experience as an offi- 
cial of the city government, have clear- 
ly indicated to me that a department 
of the municipality usually functions 
very much as the head of the depart- 
ment is able to direct. In the admin- 
istration of our affairs, honest men, 
of strict integrity, intelligent and spe- 
cially qualified to preside over depart- 
ments, are as essential as good laws 
and ordinances. 

“The police department, charged as 
it is with the preservation of law and 
order, the protection of the person 
and property of our citizens, is one of 
the most responsible arms of the gov- 
ernment. The people who pay the 
taxes that support it have a right to 
expect the personnel to be composed 
of officers of physical, mental and 
moral fitness, versed in discipline and 
schooled in efficiency. 

“In my opinion, discipline and ef- 
fiviency of the present force can, and

should be, improved. As a major step 
in this direction. 
that the chief of police be given un- 
hampered supp@st in the administra- 
tion of the duties of his position, so 
that his ability may measure itself 
in results. In a great city like ours

qualifications, and he in turn may 
more accurately judge and_ direct 
theirs. 

“My observations with reference to 
the police chief, I wish to apply to 
of the various other depart- 
ments.

“Allow me to emphasize also, that 
no man should be elected to the police, 
fire or other department, on account 
of his friendly relations with any 
board or committee member or on ac- 
count of political influence, but should 
be chosen only after having success- 
fully passed all examinations as to bis 
qualifications and on recommenda- 
tion of the head of the department he 
is to serve. Then, and then alone, 
the responsibility of the department 
can be placed.

“It is to be regretted that litigation 
is pending’ in the courts obstructing 
the public improvements contemplated 
under the $8,850,000 bond issue voted 
early Jast year.

“Construction of the two viaducts 
at Pryor street and Central avenue,

ulate many lines of trade. 

“I have noted from time to time 
during the past several months move- 
ments by citizens looking to the widen- 
ing of various important streets of 
the city. Atlanta is destined to be 
greater than many of us may dream 
and plans to increase the width o 
her principal arteries are in keeping 
with wise city planning. : 

'  Indorses Movement. 


“I am in complete accord with these 
movements, but 1 would not advocate 
that they be started until a substantial 
portion of street widening already 
authorized or under way is complete. 

Among the streets and portions of 
streets undergoing widening, or ad- 
justment of curbs and sidewalks inci- 
dent thereto, may be mentioned Peters 
street, Orgne street, Courtland street, 
Forrest avenue, Washington street, 
Madison avenue, West Peachtree 
street, Amsterdam avenue, Spring 
street and Alexander street. Work on 
a few of these is virtually finished, 
but the total expense necessary to 
complete all of them will be approxi- 
mately $450,000. I respectfully sug- 
gest, therefore, that the general coun- 
cil proceed slowly for the time being 
relative to widening additional street. 
“IT recommend that we push to con- 
clusion as rapidly as_ possible the 
streets under way, to relieve the traf- 
fic situation, and then begin new ones. 

“The traffic situation, in my esti- 
mation, needs to undergo improved 
regulation, particularly as respects 
pedestrians. We have a traffie light 
system and drivers of vehicles are re- 


the recorder. 
of pedestrians ignore the signals un- 
less an officer is present to impress 
them. Numerous traffie accidents have 
been caused on. Atlanta’s streets for 
no other reason than by failure of 
pedestrians to regard the traffic laws 
as rigidiy as motorists are required 
to. The difficulty, of course, has large- 
ly rested with the police. department 
in not enforcing observance upon pede- 
strians, 

“I recommend to your honorable 
body that the chief of police be,re- 
quested to instruct the officers of the 
police department to enforce traffic 
light beianes upon pedestrians 
equally with drivers of vehicles. This 
should not be arbitrary at first, but 
the public should be educated for a 
few days to police intention, and then 
the law should be strictly and continu- 
ously enforced. 

“The Atlanta Safety council by its 
intelligent activity, has assisted great- 
ly in the prevention and reduction of 
hazards upon Atlanta’s streets, and 
its work should be appreciated. 

For Airmail Project. 

“The mayor and general council 
have acted with wisdom in their de- 
velopment of Candler municipal air 
field, and this has been proved al- 
ready by establishment of airmail 
service between Atlanta and Florida 
points. 
the postoffice department proposes in- 
auguration of airmail service between 
Atlanta and New York during 1927. 
The geographical position of Atlanta 
gives this city a strategic advantage 
that must necessarily make this one

“Aviation has emerged into the era 
of commercial development and air- 
plane travel is now becoming an in- 
tegral part of the country’s transpor- 
tation system.

Wants New Incinerator. 

“A necessary addition to the health 
safeguards of our city is the erection 
of an additional unit at the crematory 
plant. According to records of the 
sanitary department, the incinerator 
is operating during normal times be- 


yond its rated capacity and far be- 
yond during peak season. It is es- 
sential to the proper and effectual dis- 
position of garbage that another unit 
be built. I recommend that your hon- 
orable body consider this matter, for 
there is nothing that lends more to the 
healthy development of our city than 
a properly equipped sanitary depart- 
ment, and this department keeping our 
streets and homes free from refuse 
that would in any way impair the 
health of our people. 

“For some time a movement has 
been afoot looking to the establish- 
ment at the site of the Peachtree 
creek disposal plant and property ad- 
jacent of a memorial. park, to include 
a golf course and play grounds... It is 
desirable to the expansion of Atlanta 
and the development of valuable ter- 
ritory that this disposal plant be re- 
moved to another park space, since suf- 
ficient parks are as vital to a city as 
its industries. The acreage needed 
has been assured, I understand, by the 
generous actions of Honorable Hoke 
Smith, Honorable Eugene V. Haynes 
and other property owners, who have 
donated considerable tracts adjacent to 
the city’s property and deeded them to 
the city, provided they are used for 
park purposes. Removal of the dis- 
posal plant would involve a large out- 
lay of money, and I suggest that this 
matter be investigated and considered 
earefully. 


“In further reference to parks, it 
has been brought to my attention that 
the Atlanta Federation of Women’s 
Clubs and other organizations have a 
movement suggested by the Kirkwood 
Civic league, that the city purchase 
for park purposes and a civic center, 
“Sutherland,” the former home of 
General John B. Gordon, situated on 
DeKalb avenue in Kirkwood. I under- 
stand the grounds surrounding the 
mansion compromise about 16 acres, 
I recommend that your honorable 
body consider the suggestion. 


Boosts Sanitoriums. 


“Grady hospital and’ Battle Hill 
sanitorium are institutions to be proud 
of, They are doing a wonderful work 
for suffering humanity and their rep- 
utations are national. Some four or 
five years ago Mr. Jacob Elsas of- 
fered the city of Atlanta $100,000 
toward the building of pay wards at

“In conclusion permits me to say 
a few words concerning the million- 
dollar advertising campaign for At- 
lanta.

Sims’ recommendations were large] 
in the nature of a repetition eyed 
provements for which he has stood 
vrs gp his tenure of office. He 
voiced his congratulation to the city on 
the fact that its affairs will be in 
the hands of “a man of vision and 
judgment ;” expressed a desire to co- 
operate with the new administration 
as a private citizen, and spoke of 
his regret at severing the ties of of- 
ficial association with members of 
‘ staff. 

‘The finances of the city are on a 
sound basis,” Mr. Sims said. “The 
city is in a good financial condition 
and there is no deficit and all bills 
have been paid that were due, but 
with the accumulation of obligations 
that havé been passed over to this 
year, especia co in the school depart- 
ment, there be a deficit except the 
strictest economy be enforced. This, 
however, can not be charged against 
the mayor and council, for we have 
had no control over it. 

$750,000 Expenditure. 

“It will be necessary for the city 
to pay out at a e when the least 
revenue is being received, the first 
three months of this year, at least 
three-quarters of a million dollars for 
the school department. This will cause 
a depletion ‘of the treasury before the 
taxes are paid in May of this year. 
and I recommend that the charter of 
the city be amended this year so as 
to prevent a repetition of this condi- 
tion and that the school department 
be placed under the officials of the 
city of Atlanta, whose ee 4 it is to 
supply the funds with which to oper- 
ate it. There is just as much logic in 
permitting other departments being 
out from under the management and 
control of the officials of the city 


- government as for the school depart- 


ment. 

“So long as the public school sys- 
tem remains a department of govern- 
ment, it should be operated such, 
and with the finances of all the de- 
partments of city government under 
the control of the city officials, then 
the officials can be held responsible 
for the failure of the departments to 
operate. As it is, the mayor and coun- 
cil of the city of Atlanta have no

In making 
this recoxnimendation I am doing so 
as the friend of the public school 
system and as one who desires to see 
it extended and made more efficient 
and placed on a sound, financial 
basis.” ,

Commenting on the proposed Peach- 
oe ‘Creek Memorial park, Mr. Sims 
said: 

“Last year a committee was ap- 
pointed to devise ways and means for 
the establishment of a park along 
Peachtree creek and west of Peachtree 
road. This should be earried out and 
the park established. I am informed 
that several tracts of land have al- 
ready been deeded to the city for this 

urpose. Within a few years the lim- 
ts of the city of Atlanta will be 
extended far beyond the yreveare lo- 
cation of this park, and provision 
should be made in advance for the 


-establishment of parks, we city owns 
0 


a large tract of land the site of 
this proposed park, and by removing 
the se creek disposal plant 
to a point near the Chattahoochee 
river,, this property which the city 
owns would be available for park 
purposes.” 

“The tax rate of Atlanta, in my 
opinion, is sufficient and no increase 
is necessary,” the former mayor con- 
tinued. “The present rate of $1.50 
per hundred. while smaller than most 
cities, is sufficient for the successful 
operation of the city government and 
all of its departments.” 

Sims’ Recommendations. 

Mr. Sims’ recommendations in part 
follow: 

“That the city’s charter be amend- 
ed so as to give those in authority 
the power to put into effect in the 
city government business rules and 
principles. As it is today it matters 
not for what a candidate stands when 
he offers for mayor, in the event of 
his election it is impossible for him to 


put into effect the principles he advo- | 


cates under the present form of city 
government. I do not desire to be 
misunderstood. ‘There must be more 
centralized power than at present, but 
the representative form of government 
should be retained. 

“That each ward have one, instead 
of three members of the general coun- 
cil. Surely one representative from 
each ward would be sufficient and, 
in my opinion, a general council com- 
posed of 12 members, one from each 
ward, would do more effective work 
than 36 as at present. 

“That a state law be passed at the 
next session of the legislature pro- 
hibiting the amendment of any city 
charter in the state without the 
knowledge or consent of the mayor 
and council or other officials occupy- 
ing similar positions. Two years ago 
the charter of the city of Atlanta was 
actually amended by the legislature of 
the state of Georgia without the 
knowledge or consent of the-city au- 
thorities. The amendments were not 
necessary, they were expensive and 
were not for the best interest of the 
city of Atlanta. 

Police Civil Service. 

“That civil service in the police de- 

partment should not extend beyond 


the privates or patrolmen in the in- 


terest of efficiency. 

“That at least two police sub-sta- 
tions be established, one on the north 
and one on the south side of the city 
for the purpose of saving time and 
money to members of the police de- 
partment and the public, and to pro- 
vide protection. 

“That proyision be made in the new 
city hall fof police headquarters, fire 
headquarters, and every other depart- 
ment of city government. 

“That a new city hall be built at 
Hunter street and Central avenue 
adjoining the courthouse, provided 
viaducts are built at Pryor street 
and Central. avenue, but if these 
viaducts are not built that the build- 
ing of a new city hall, adjacent to the 
courthouse, be abandoned for the pres- 


ent. 

“That the fire station located at 
Spring and Peters streets, which has 
been temporarily’ moved to fire head- 
quarters, be established west of the 
roilroads and in the first ward. By 
selling the property occupied by this 
company, a sufficient amount should 
be realized with which to build larger 
and more adequate quarters.

“That immediate steps be taken to 
build a house for the Washington- 
Hunter street fire company just south 
of Mitchell on Washington street on 
a lot already owned by the city. | 

“That the office of city warden be 
consolidated with the health depart- 
ment and this department should be

STUDENT SELF-GOVERNMENT. 

The other day a woman wrote, “Do 
you believe in school government? It 
seems to me that we hire teachers 
to teach and do not engage them to 
sit around while the boys and girls 


run the school.” 

Do I believe in school government? 
I should say I do. Yes, sirree! We 
are living in a democracy and freedom 
in its essence is self-government. 

Children who are unable to gov- 
ern themselves can never become de- 
sirable citizens in a_ self-government 
community. Anything and everything 
the schools can do to teach children 
to rely on themselves and not to rely 
upon teacher-enforced discipline will 
build up the student’s capacity for 
self-government. . 

Schools which rely too much on 
teacher-enforced discipline and respon- 
sibility are tending to break down the 
ideals of democracy. 

I have before me a special student 
government issue of a Chicago school 
newspaper called the “Crane Tech 
Chronicle,’?’ A sub-heading reads, 
“Written and printed by, for and 
about boys.’’ In it there is explained 
the duty of its boy-mayor, its boy- 
commissioner of attendance, and its 
boy-commissioner of activities. I 
quote the editorial in this paper: 

: By the People. 

“Crane is ruled by a student gov: 
ernment. The official, including the 
mayor, the commissioner ef activities, 
and the commisioner of attendance 
are elected each semester by vote of 
the student body whose representa- 
tives they are. The courts, where 
cases of discipline are tried, the safety 
patrol, in charge of fire drills and 
corridor conduct, and the classes con- 
ducted after school by student in- 
structors to help any who may have 
fallen behind in their work, are all 
departments of this student democ- 
racy. 

“Every community must be gov- 
erned. The question is whether the 
people are capable of self-government 
through duly elected representatives 
chosen for that purpose or whether 
they must be governed by men out- 
side of the group. Crane's self-goy- 
ernment has been granted to the stu- 
dents as a great privilege a practical 
lesson in community civics, an oppor- 
tunity to assume and carry worthily 
great responsibilities. The Crave stu- 
dent body has done this work eifi- 
ciently in the past. 

“Any government can stand only 
as long as it merits the respect and 
confidence of the people. As soon as 
its privileges are abused, or its powers 
wrongly used,. then its usefulness is 
gone. Crane prizes its student gov- 
ernment and will maintain it in all its 
present power.’’ 

Do I believe in school government? 
WITH ALL MY HEART! 

Are teachers loafing on the job 
when they try to teach boys and girls 
to govern themselves? A _ thousand 
times NO. It is ten times harder to

such condition or disease as “rheu- 
matism.’’ When victims of various 
kinds of arthritis and other painful or 
disabling affections say they have 
“rheumatism’’ they mean they don’t 
‘know just what is the matter. When 
doctors tell patients such troubles are 
“rheumatism’’ the doctors mean they 
don’t care what is the matter. If 1 
could lay down even a vague outline 
of the correct diet for one with any 
form of arthritis, I should be happy 
to do so. But it can’t be done hon- 
estly. As a rule there is no reason 
why such patients should not eat 
oranges, meat and cake. In most 
forms of chronic (which means merely 
long enduring) arthritis patients 
should take a fairly varied diet, not 
limiting or excluding any particular 
item or material. For instance, there 
is no particular reason why patients 
with arthritis should not partake free- 
ly of so-called acid fruits and often 
liberal quantities of such fruits are 
rather beneficinl. Likewise there 1s 
no foundation for the popular notion 
that meat is not allowable or that 
red or dark meats are less desirable 
than light or white meats. One gen- 
eral principle J think deserves consid- 
eration is the advisability of reducing 
when weight is above normal limits. 
Reduction should. be brought about 
through moderste restriction of all

Receives Demand. 

I repeat, it is not easy. I have be- 
fore me a British income tax demand 
which informs me politely but very 
firmly of two things; that I owe my 
country some money, and that I will 
kindly remit it at once. I will. Asa 
piece of personal information it has 
no place in -these columns; but it 
shows the fact that I am allowed to 
earn $1,200 without being taxed; that 
the tax on the next $1,125 is ten per 
cent; and that thereafter it is twenty 
per cent up to $15,000, when it be- 
comes heavy. 

Here is no suggestion that the war 
debt is the whole cause; that would 
be nonsense. Nevertheless, it has 
something to de with it, and the ef- 
fect is decidedly cumulative. In spite 


of that, I think most of us personally 
would sooner see a larger tax than 
save our pockets at the expense of 
our obligations. The official view was 
expressed once and for all by the 
British foreign min‘ster, Sir Austen 
Chamberlain, in the house of commons 
on July 4, last, when he said: 

“We, on our part, are not unly 
debtors to the United States, but are 
large creditors to other powers, and 
the sums owing to us far exceed the 
sums. due from us; we should have 
been prepared—suecceeding govern- 
ments would have been prepared, and 
gladly prepared—to wipe the slate 
clean of all these obligations among 
the allied and associated powers, as 
being part of our contribution to- the 
great cause in which we were all 
engaged. 

“That solution did not commend 
itself. We have, since then, adopted 
as our policy that, from our debtors 
we will ask onlv so much as will meet 
the payments which we have to make 
ourselves. The actual sums which 
we are receiving, or which at any near 
date we may be likely to receive, will 
not amount to the sums which we have 
to pay; but be that as it may, no 
British government would think it be- 
coming the dignity of this country or 
compatible with our honor to go, 
cap in hand, whining to those to whom 
we have undertaken obligations to ask 
to be excused. We will make no com- 
plaint. We will discharge our obliga- 
tions.” 

There is nothing to add to this state- 
ment. It is a concise, yet full expla- 
nation of the British attitude towards 
a matter that is supremely simple in 
so far as the principle it involves. It 
is as well that it should be understood 
by the people of this country.

Bible Teaching 


Urged by Sutton 


Fear that thousands of Atlanta 
school children will develop jnto non- 
church going, non-Bible loving men 
and women was expressed Monday 
morning by Willis A. Sutton, super- 
intendent of schools, at a _ meet- 
ing of the Atlanta Evangelical Minis- 
ters’ association, at the Y. M: C. A. 

Mr. Sutton said that only one-half 
of the 50,000 pupils in Atlanta pub- 
lic schools receive religious instruc- 
tion of any kind and that they have 
little chance of receiving it unless a 


definite program of week-day religious 
education is established in schools. He 


appealed to ministers to build sermons | . 


around the importance of introducing 
religious education. 

Five schools have agreed to try re- 
ligious education as an experiment, 
Mr. Sutton said. Every school in the 
city, he added, should follow this ex- 
ample and strive for the three-fold 
purpose of teaching health, scholax- 
ship and character. 

Satisfactory results have been ob- 
taisted in the health program Mr. Sut- 


religion. As an example of this, he 
said, that 96 per cent of the children 
attending Atlanta public schools bave 
good teeth and that smaller children 
are sleeping and eating properly and 
living cleanly.

Risberg, that members of the Chicago 
team gave certain Detroit players $1,- 
000 to “slough off’ in a four game 
series September 2 and 3, 1917, so the 
White Sox would win the American 
league pennant. 

Commissioner Landig said addition- 
al acceptances to bis telegrams urg- 
ing them to be present, undoubtedly 
would be received tomorrow. 

About 23 of the players on the com- 
missioner’s list are still in baseball, 
including some of the most famous in 
the game and two major league club 
managers—Ray Schalk, of the White 
Sox and Donie Bush, of the Pitis- 
burgh Pirates. 


Many Replies. 


Among those who had wired the 
colnmissioner, assuring him they 
would be here Wednesday are:

Position of Bankers. 


Officials of prominent Atlanta 
banks Monday explained to The Con- 
stitution that their hesitancy with 
reference to making loans on the cer- 
tificates other than to their own 
known customers was based on the 
fact that the rank and file of ex- 
soldiers are unknown personally to | 
the bankers, that the loans are small 
and inconvenient and that federal 
regulations relating to the certificates 
are extremely coinplicated. 

John K. Ottley, chairman of the 
board of the Fourth National bank, 
said his bank was making loans only 
to its own customers, but would be 
disposed to investigate applications 
for loans in all cases where veterans, 
whether customers of the bank or not, 
are actually in need of money to re- 
lieve suffering or to defray expenses 
caused by illness, : 

“It seems as though the person 
drawing up the veterans’ service cer- 
tificate did his best in restricting 
them to make their negotiability for 
loans difficult,” said William J.. Bla- 
lock, president of the Fulton National 
bank, “Besides requiring a large 
quantity of red tape to be traversed 
before making the loan, the certifi- 
cates provide that the head of the vet- 
erans’ bureau may, at his discretion, 
take up the loans after six months if 
the borrowers fail in that respect. 
The larger percentage of veterans, if 
they are permitted to borrow on their 
insurance, will never take up the 
loan, making it the same for us as 
though we bought the certificates. This 
will react to the disadvantage of both 
the veteran and the bank.” 

Thomas K. Glenn, president of the 
Atlanta and Lowry National bank, 
and Lane Young, head of the Citizens 
and Southern bank, said their insti- 
tutions were lending only to custo- 
mers. | 

Statement Issued. 


Representatives of the Veterans’ 
Service office of Georgia, the United 
States Veterans’ bureau, the Disabled 
American Veterans and the American 
Legion, meeting with Asa Warren 
Candler, commander of the local post, 
issued a statement Monday afternoon 
to the effect that American Legion 
and veteran bureau offices, and local 
banks were swamped Monday with 
former service men who are in need 
of advances on their certificates. The 
statement explained the paid up in- 
surance feature of the certificates, 
pointing out that “the amount avail- 
uble at this time for loans on policies 
is only 8.9 cents per dollar of the face 
value of the policy.” Local veterans 
organizations are taking up the mat- 
ter of correcting defects of the pres- 
ent wituation, the statement added, 
and the national legion organization 
is expected to take immediate action 
along the same line. 

Wellborn Gives View. 

M. B. Wellborn, governor of the 
Federal Reserve bank of Atlanta, was 
interviewed for the purpose of ob- 
taining a statement “which would con- 
cisely set forth the provisions of law 
which govern the making of loans 
to world war veterans on these cer- 
tificates. 

Governor Wellborn. stated that the 
law provides that any incorporated 
bank or trust company may make 
loans secured by these certificates at 
any time subsequent to two years 
after the date of issue of the ¢er- 
tificates and that the loan value of 
the certificates is shown in a table 
printed at or near the bottom of the 
certificates.’ The law provides that 
any incorporated bank or trust com- 
pany, whether a member of the fed-: 
eral reserve system or not, may make 
these loans and take the certificates 
as collateral security. .The loans are 
to be«made at a rate of interest not 
exceeding 2 per cent above the dis- 
count rate of the federal reserve bank 
on $O-day commercial paper.

“None of the federal reserve banks 
or branches are permitted by law to 
make loans direct to the owners of 
these certificates—that is, the fed- 
eral reserve banks cannot make loans 
to war veterans, but the law provides 
that the federal reserve ban will, 
in accordance with regulations pro- 
mulgated by the federal reserve board, 
rediscount notes seeured by adjusted 
service certificates for the banks by 
which the loans are made. 

“There is nothing in the law which 
compels or makes it obligatory on 
any bank to make these loans. If 
the banks wish to do so, they have 
that authority. On the other hand, if 
they do not wish to make loans of 
this kind, it is their right to refuse. 
All incorporated banks and _ trust 
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companies in the United States have 


been supplied by the federal reserve 
banks with copies of the law and reg- 
ulations, and they are fully informed 
as to how the loans may be made if 
they desire to make them,” he said.
